When they found the money still 
under the pillow they gave vent to their 
joy by yelling and laughing so loudly that 
other roomers in the place were attracted. 

When the landlord asked the cause of 
their hilarity they replied that some one 
had stolen their car fare. 


“If we had gone over to Central Station 
and made complaint it would have been the 
same as throwing a rock into jail,’ de- 
clared Rudolph, humorously. ‘Besides, we 
had plenty of coin. 

However, just now we are up against it.

WASHINGTON, April (The business 
of fighting the sand demon is at present 
engaging the attention of the government 
forset bureau, which has newly undertaken 
this picturesque work in certain parts of 
the United States, along the sea coast 
and on the shores of the great.lakes, where 
the dry land flows literally like water, en- 
gulfing houses, swallowing farms and doing 
a vast amount of other damage. which, once 
accomplished, is wholly beyond remedy. 
Along the coast of southern Virginia and 
South Carolina a chain of immense sand 
dunes stretches for scores of miles, en- 
dangering the lfe-saving stations and 
threatening destruction to much valuable 
private property. Steadily, though slowly, 
they are moving away from the shore over 
the land. 

Various contrivances have been tried for 
fighting the monster, but up to the present 
time the only one found effective has been 
the planting of beach grass, by which the 
threatening dunes are transformed into 
grass-clad hills, stationary and immovable.

Rarely does a day pass at the City Dis- 
pensary without a patient coming in to be 
treated for blood poisoning. In almost 
every case the disease ig due to an injury 
so insignificant that it was neglected. 

The arm of Miss Mamie Blanchard of 
Granite City was dressed on Monday after- 
noon by Dr. B. H. Henckler. Two weeks 
ago she scraped her knuckle against the 
jamb of a door, causing a slight abrasion of 
the skin. The wound was so Slight that 
it seemed to need no attention. A few days 
ago the wound became inflamed. 

The swelling which resulted was opened 
with a needle Sunday, but this gave no 
relief. Then a thin red line was noticed, 
starting at the injury and running up the 
arm to the elbow. 

All night Miss Blanchard was in great 
pain and she came to the dispensary Mon- 
day. 

No disease proceeds with more regular- 
ity than blood poisoning, or septicemia, as 
we call] it.“ said Dr. Henckler. ‘‘Take this 
case for eample. The wound did not heal, 
but suppurated and the suppuration was re- 
lieved by pricking it with a needle.

“Main Picture“ 

Will Blaze Out. 

The greatest set piece ever seen will 
be fired on the night of April 30. This 
will be an exact reproduction in fire of 
the center of what is called the main 
picture’ of the Exposition, that is, Fes- 
tival Hall and the Cascades. The frame- 
work for the piece will be 600 feet long 
and 100 feet high. All the colors in the 


building and surroundings will be re- 
produced in colored fires, and the Cas- 
cades will be pictured in liquid fire tum- 
bling and splashing over the steps of 
the falis. 

The Cabildo, the ancient Spanish build- 
ing facing Jackson Square in New Or- 
leans, in which the Louisiana Purchase 
treaty was signed. will also be repro- 


long by 50 feet high. 

There will be four enormous portraits 
in fire, representing President Roose- 
velt, ex-President Cleveland, Jefferson 
and Napoleon, on the night of April 30, 
and on the succeeding. nights other por- 
traits will be displayed of the rulers of 
the world. 

The most startling display will be the 
aerjal explosion of fireworks from cap- 
tive balloons anchored a mile above the 
earth, ‘there will be 15 balloons in all. 
They will hang over the ravine through 
which the tracks of the Clayton and 
Forest Park railroads run east and west 
at the southern border of the firing area. 


in Firmament. 

The pyrotechnic dispiay from the balloons 
will be on a stupendous scale. At a signal 
an electric spark will be sent up the cable 
to a bar swinging below the balloon in the 
center, which will be the largest. Immedl- 
ately a scarlet streamer 1000 feet long will 
drop from the bar, followed by a white 
streamer, then another of scarlet, until an 


American flag 1000 feet long and 750 feet 
wide, blue field, white stars and all. of 
colored fire will sway in the breeze. Sim- 
ultaneously a salute of 21 guns will be fired 
from the balioon. As soon as the boom of 
the guns has died away the flag of Great 
Britain will be released from the balloon 
on the left and a Z-gun salute will crash 
out from it. The balloon on the right will 
drop the flag of France with a national 
salute, and so the balloons will drop their 
flags to the left and right, honoring 14 
foreign nations. In all [94 guns will be 
fired by electricity from the balloons. 

Sunk in the ground in various parts of 
the firing area are batteries of mortars 
for firing bombs. Many of these mortars 
are large enough to fire bombs 60 inches in 
circumference, containing 50 pounds of ex- 
plosives. hen these are fired into the air 
the explosion covers the entire firing area 
with fire. Each bomb releases seven other 
large bombs, which, in turn, shower small 
er bombs, until the sky is filled with ex- 
plosions of -multi-colored fire. 

The Exposition company will pay the 
Rains $55,000 for the three nights’ display. 
which, it is said, represents only the cost 
of the production and handling.

More for Tickets. 


IT COSTS NO MORE TO ' 
RIDE THROUGH TO KIRKWOOD 


Price of Ten Tickets Increased From 75 
Cents to $1 and Commuters Say 
It Is Discrimination and Is 

| Unfair. 


Webster Groves and Tuxedo are paying 
at the rate of $7500 a year for improved 
suburban train service which the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad jnaugurated Thursday. 

Kirkwood is getting the same improve- 
ments without paying anything additional 
for them. As a result there ig dissatisfac-. 
tion among the residents of Webster Groves 
and Tuxedo, who use Missouri Pacific 
trains twice a day between their homes 
and their places of business in St. Louis. 

Until Thursday the fare between Tuxedo 
and Webster Groves and St. Louis was 7% 
cents when 10 tickets were bought at a 
time. Since Thursday it has been 10 cents. 
Kirkwood paid $1 for 10 tickets before 
Thursday, and has been paying no more 
since then. | 

The improvement in the train service con- 
sists of three additional trains daily into 
St. Louls and four additional outward 
bound. The new trains arrive in Union 
Station at 7:40 and 9:40 in the morning and 
7:44 in the evening. They leave the sta- 
tion outward bound at 7:50 and 11. 20 in the 
morning and 6 and 11:15 at night. 

The additional trains were put on at the 
request of committees from Kirkwood, 
Webster Groves and Tuxedo, of which 
Mayor Ryan of Kirkwood and Mayor 
Young of Webster Groves were members. 

There are between 400 and 500 residents of 
Webster Groves and T@xedo who use the 
Missouri Pacific every day. They pay 6 
cents a day more for the round trip an 


they did before Thursday. 
“Of course 10 cents each way is the same 
that the street railway charges, said a 


Tuxedo resident, but they take us to Sixth 
and Olive, whereas the steam railroad 
leaves us at Elghteenth and Market streets, 
and we must pay another carfare to get 
downtown. The Recent rate was in effect 
before the street cars were running to the 
country. 

“Anyway, why shouldnt Kirkwood pay 
part of the iIncrease?’’ 

“As a result of the additional service,“ 
said C. Townsend, general passenger 
agent for the Missouri Pacific, Saturday 
We have had to —— an additional 
train crew. The committees from the 
suburban towns asked for an additional 
train each way dally. The suburban 
crews under the old arrangement had all 
they could do, and so when we hired an- 
other crew we decided to put on three trains 
one way and four the other, instead of the 
one which was asked. This has increased 


the cost. 
“The plan was talked over with the 
committee which conferred with Vice- 


President Harding, Manager Cotter and

Some time ago an effort was made te 
troduce wireless telegraphy on all the 
packets running between Dover and Calais. 
but the obstructive tactics of the Engl sh 
postal authorities prevented a rec iving 
station being erected on their side of the 
channel. Even now the French mail pack- 
ets, like the Belgian boats, will no be 
able to communicate with Dover, however 
necessary a message may be.
